LISBON, Portugal (U Pl)-C on 
golese terrorists have massacred 
“dozens’ 
of 
Portuguese 
men, 
women and children on planta­ 
tions near Angola’s northern bor­ 
der, reports reaching here said 
today. 
A 
government 
announcement 
gave no official casualty figures, 
but a Lisbon newspaper, Diario 
Popular, said the black attackers 
killed 28 Europeans on one farm 
alone. 
The Portuguese Overseas De­ 
partment 
issued 
the 
following 
statement: 
“At dawn Wednesday and dur­ 
ing the following night, terrorist 
hands from the Congo attacked 
Europeans living near the north­ 
ern Angola border, slaying men, 
women and children. Europeans 
and Africans. 
Burn Hollies, .Shops 
The marauders from the Con­ 
go. . .crossed the Portuguese An­ 
gola border (and) 
set fire to 
many houses and shops, causing 
heavy damage. 
“Thursday night the marauders 
attacked the city of Carmona, but 
were repulsed by local forces 
with the help of the local popula­ 
tion, Europeans and Africans.” 
The statement said a number 
of African soldiers were killed

Federal Laws Asked 
Committee To Study 
Polio Vaccine Plea 


Man Is Given 
Jail Term In 
Checks Case 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Chair­ 
man Kenneth A. Roberts said 
today his House health subcom­ 
mittee 
will study a 
scientist's 
plea for federal laws to speed 
production of a polio vaccine that 
can h1! swallowed instead of in­ 
jected. 
The committee Friday wound 
up hearings on the subject with a 
sharp 
argument 
between 
two 
noted scientists—Dr Albert Sabin 
and Dr. Jonas Salk 
Salk, discoverer of the injected 
vaccine now being used, said his 
tyj>e of remedy was doing fine 
and should continue to be the 
prime ammunition in the fight 
against polio. 
But Sabin said thai while the 
Salk vaccine is doing a good job, 
only his own oral version, which 
is not yet in production in the 
United States, could eradicate the 
disease. 
Roberts, D-Ala., 
wouldn't 
get 
into the controversy. He said the 
hearings “demonstrated at least 
one thing—vSabin vaccine is safe 
and effective.” 
The Public Health Service has 
testified that it will take about 
six months for the oral vaccine 
to be produced in quantity by 
U.S. firms. 
Federal standards for manufac­ 
ture of the drug were scheduled 
to tie announced at the end of the 


month. Sabin said Friday many 
companies were waiting to see 
how rigid the licensing require­ 
ments would be before deciding 
whether to produce his I ive-virus 
vaccine 
Salk appeared before the com­ 
mittee to plead for an epidemic- 
prevention campaign using

The 
face-to-face meeting of Rusk and 
Gromyko, 
their first since the 
new’ U.S. administration took of 
flee, was set to take place in the 
secretary’s private dining room 
on the eighth floor of the new $35 
million State Department Build­ 
ing. 
Rusk's aides said they expected 
the table talk to include all major 
cold war problems, but said the 
issue of top urgency on the sec­ 
retary’s mind was Laos. The Rus 
sians are flying in large amounts 
of war material to rebels fight­ 
ing the Western-backed royal Lao­ 
tian government. 
The United States is consider­ 
ing a large scale increase in its 
military aid to the central gov­ 
ernment to counter the reportedly 
m assive Soviet airlift to the reb­ 
els. But it still hopes to persuade 
the Russians to end their opera­ 
tion and prevent an arms race. 
Officials said Rusk would make 
it clear to Gromyko that contin­ 
ued Soviet interference in Laos 
will render it much more difficult 
to carry on fruitful negotiations 
on the other issues which Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and Soviet premier 
Nikita Khrushchev wish to tackle 
as soon as possible.
